The text of the order fixing coal 
price® was drawn by Fuel Adminis­ 
trato r Garfield and Director General 
Hines yesterday but did not reach the 
White House until late. 
The presi­ 
dent, by a busy day had gone to sleep 
and rs. Wilson telephoned to exe­ 
cutive offices that he must not be dis­ 
turbed. 
The order before the president, it 
was learned, deals only with the res­ 
toration of the maximum coal prices 
in effect when the fuel administration 
suspended, April I, 1919.

GOAL OPERATORS TO 
DECIDE IF MINES

Cleveland, O , Oct. 31.— In order to 
be able to act speedily on any elev­ 
enth hour peace proposal to avert the 
coal strike, the coal operators execu­ 
tive committee which gathered here 
today will remain in session until to­ 
morrow night. 
While awaiting the possibility that 
they may be called upon to act upon 
some solution of the coal crisis, they 
will formulate their policy to bp fol­ 
lowed if the strike becomes effective. 
The most important decision to be 
made is whether or not the mines will 
be operated after tomorrow. 
The committee as it gathers to­ 
day will be more of a compact body 
than the committee which met 
the 
miners at Buffalo 
and 
Philadelphia. 
Each of thp four states in the central 
competitive coal field—western Penn­ 
sylvania, Ohio, Indiana and Illinoi.v- 
will have four representatives instead 
of eight.

Lower Tax Rates 
For the Rich ? 


By A. V. Donabey, Auditor of Stat**. 


The voters of Ohio a t the November election will vote on a con­ 
stitutional amendm ent providing that all property shall be emulsified 
for taxation, and that a different tax rate may be applied by law to 
each class. 
If adopted it will take the place of our present plan cf 
taxation, which provides “ th a t all property, both real and personal,. 
shall be taxed a t its true value in money and at a uniform rate.” 


Before voting, fix these facts in your mind: 


1. 
The change from one uniform tax rate to a dozen or more 
rates on various classes of property will increase the costs of operat­ 
ing the 88 county auditors’ and the tre a su re rs’ offices over one mil­ 
lion dollars, 
* 


2. 
The amendment contains no tax rate limitations on improved 
or productive real estate, and the legislature th at classifies property 
also has the power to repeal th e Smith One Per Cent Tax Law. 


3. 
Classification will not increase public revenues so long as 
tax rates on visible property remain as at present. 
Most cf the ad­ 
vocates of classification have been forced to adm it this fact. 


4. 
If this am endm ent be adopted, the tax on homes and farm s 
will be increased, and each time the general assembly meets we will 
have a taxation fight th a t will demoralize the legislative branch of 
our government. 
Owners of each class of' intangible property will 
be bogging the general assembly to fix a low rate of taxes on their 
particular class, claiming, of course, “ lf you make the tax rates low 
enough we will all be honest.” 
It will be nothing more or less than a 
legislative compromise with dishonesty once in each two years. 


Mr. Voter, do you w ant a certain class of taxpayers 
to settle 
their annual tax bills a t an average rate of 15 cents on the dollar 
while you pay your taxes at JOO cents on the dollar.’ 
The inequality 
and iniquity of such a policy is contemptible in design. 
Its sole pur­ 
pose is to relieve the loan sharks ami Shylocks from an equal share 
in the expense of operating our schools, building our roads and paying 
the interest on our 450 millions of debt. 
Such a policy would lull 
with crushing weight upon the owners of small homes and farm ers# 
of the state, upon whose well being the prosperity of our common­ 
wealth so much depends. 
The predatory wealth of the state certainly 
is not entitled to special favors in tile way of taxation. The classifica­ 
tion am endment, if adopted, is a sure thing for the tax dodgers, but 
a barren ideality for the home owners. 
Surely this medicine was 
not mixed for the security and protection of the widow’s vine-clad 
cottage or the w orkingm an’s home, but for the relief from taxation 
of those who have acquired, inherited and hidden the sta te ’s vast in­ 
tangible resources. 
County auditors in every county of the state will 
tell you theif most productive source of information concerning un­ 
taxed or omitted property comes I rom the appraisal of the estate of 
deceased tux dodgers. 


This taxation fight is between visible and invisible wealth. 
It 
i,-. not alone the fight of the man who owns a farm or home and pays 
direct tux; it is the fight of the laborer, the man who sw eats and 
owns no property. He is more heavily taxed than all the rest because 
he devotes his entire tim e to the production of wealth, and all wealth 
prim arily comes from the earth. 
The greatly the tax on land the 
harder it will be for the real taxpayer (the laborer) to exist, 
Every 
laboring man in Ohio should go to the polls and vote “ No” on the tax 
amendm ent this fall.

These (Massificationists ought to know that low tax rates for the 
rich and high tax rates for the poor can only be maintained by keep­ 
ing the poor ignorant, and they will find on November 4th th a t the 
poor of Ohio are not ignorant. 
You m ight ju^t as well ask for a con­ 
stitutional amendment classifying foods, requiring th a t one-fourth 
the people eat meat, one-fourth bread, one-fourth potatoes and one- 
lourtli mush. 
Before voting you would want to know whether you 
are to be placed in the “ m ush” class.

T o provide for State Prohibition of the liquor 
traffic, for the enforcement of such Prohibition and 
the repeal of all sections o f the General Code incon­ 
sistent therewith. 
The act defines intoxicating liquor to include any 
distilled, malt, spirituous, vinous, fermented or alco­ 
holic liquor and any alcohol liquid or compound capable 
of being used as a beverage; except for pnartnaceut cal, 
medicinal, sacramental, industrial, and certain other 
specified purposes, makes it unlawful to manufacture, 
scil, barter, receive, possess, transport, export, deliver, 
furnish or give away intoxicating liquor or possess 
any equipment used or to be used for th* manufacture 
of intoxicating liquor, but the word "possess" as used 
in this act in reference to intoxicating liquors does 
not apply to such liquors in a bona fide private resi­
